SCHOOL REPORT. 


The School Board in presenting this annual Report 
wish to thank the citizens of Salisbury for their support 
and co-operation during the past year. 

At the beginning of the school year it was almost im- 
possible to secure teachers, and the board found it neces- 
sary to close the North Road and Shaw Hill Schools. The 
pupils of North Road district are attending the Flag Hole 
School of Andover and the pupils from Shaw Hill are at- 
tending South Road School. 

The work of the vear has been very satisfactory and 
the attendance has been good. 

Quite a few repairs have been made and more are 
needed. The Kaustine System has not™as yet been in- 
stalled at South Road, owing to delay in receiving it in — 
time for installation before the school opened. We hope 
to have this installed during this spring vacation. 

Our superintendent has bought a good supply of text 
books and we feel that the scholars have shown decided 
improvement. 

The superintendent is handicapped by the necessity of 
filing numerous reports with the State Board of Educa- 
tion in Concord, and by the quantities of red tape which 
must be gone through. 

We feel that a lot of these reports are unnecessary and 
are of no benefit except to give some needy person in Con- 
cord a chance to draw a salary.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To ‘the School Board anid Citizens: 


During the year the superintendent's work in the 
union has become (better organized, the needs of the 
schools tare better understood, and, in some cases, have 
been better supplied. Teachers and pupils seem to 
appreciate the increased number of books that ithe state. 
money ‘has made it possible to secure. Prices ‘on ‘books 
and supplies are now so ‘high that it 1s still difficult to 
make the increased appropriation cover all our needs. 


Dhe school boards in all five districts of the unton have 
now adopted the Uniform Accounting System devised 
by the State Tax Commission and prescribed by the 
State Board of Education and have ‘this year arranged 
to ‘have all their bookkeeping done in this office. The 
superintendent’s secretary has charge of this ‘work, but 
a considerable amount of it is actually done by the senior 
class in ‘Commerce of Penacook High school. 


The first draft of the financial report for each of the 
five districts was made by tthe secretary and the pupils, 
using-the Annual Report to the State Tax Commission 
as a basis. This draft, corrected iby the superintendent 
and rewritten, was then presented to the school board, 
amenided by them to meet their own requirements, anid 
returned 'to the secretary to be put into final form for 
printing. 


The directing of this work ‘has taken more of my time 
during February than could ‘be properly given to such 
work every year, ‘but it is hoped that the form of thiis 
report will meet the requirements of ‘both state and dis- 
trict accounting to such a degree that it can be used as a 
pattern for several years to come. 


From the records of the last district meeting I note 
that many citizens of Salisbury object to paying any 
portion of the salary of the superintendent’s secretary. 
If they could visit the office and go over with me the 
work ‘being done there, I am certain that some of them 
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would. see the need of her services. As ‘bookkeeper for 
the five districts, she records ‘transactions amoun'tting an- 
nually to more than $50,000, with an entirely separate 
system of accounting for each of the five districts. All 
the books and scholars’ supplies, to the value of over 
$2500 are ordered at this office, and received, unpaicked 
and checked ‘here, and from ‘here distributed ‘to the 
various schools; the supplies being purchased in a lump 
by the Penacook district and ‘sold at cost to ‘the four 
other towns. The first draft of most of the reports re- 
quired by the State Departments are prepared here. 
None of this work can ‘be neglected and none can ‘be done 
carelessly. This ‘together with handling the corre- 
spondence _with state officials, teachers, school boards 
and other school officials, and parents, and keeping the 
records of pupils, is enougth to keep one person busy. 
Come in and convince yourself that the work done for 
Salisbury is worth the $90 it is costing you. Office rent, 
heat, light, furniture and equipment, are all provided by 
Penacook free of charge. 


In this connection the following statement from 
the figures of last year may be of interest:

This means that under the present Jaw, Salisbury 
last year received the services of the swperintendent and 
secretary free, and in addition, a balance of $476.44 to 
put into its schools. Unless the legislature now in 
session changes the law, you will this year receive a con- 
siderably larger sum. 


A 
There is still a scarcity of good teachers. In some 
towns of the union it has ‘been very difficult to secure 
them and in several cases teachers below the minimum 
standard of qualification ‘have been hired on ia special — 
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permit. It is most important that our teachers should 
be above the minimum standard in education and train- 
ing; and in personality, for which there can ‘be no 
standard, a better type 1s needed in a considerable num- 
ber of instances. This paragraph, you vill nite, is 
applied to the entire supervisory union rather than to 
any one town. Any narrower application might make 
some over sensitive teacher believe that I am singling 
her out for criticism, which is farthest from my intention. 


It seems reasonable to ‘hope that those towns willing 
to pay salaries comparable to what other towns in 
similar circumstances pay, where good ‘homes can be 
obtained, and pleasant, well-equipped school houses fur- 
nished, will be able in a few years to make satisfactory 
progress toward a well qualified, efficient, and somewhat 
permanent teachino force. I certainly hope, however, 
that the time will not return when a dismal, poorly kept 
school house will satisfy a teacher of any ability; when 
geood teachers will remain where there is serious lack of 
equipment, or will bear with the nagging of petty fault 
finding, the loneliness of boarding places which do not 
offer them some of the protection and sympathy of the 
home, and inadequate salaries. It is for the good of the 
children that I ‘hope this, for when such conditions make 
it impossible to secure a teacher, those conditions will 
change and the children’s lot will ‘be ‘bettered by 
improved buildings and the companionship of a more 
cheerful and enthusiastic leader. 


I occasionally note the tendency in individual citizens, 
even board members, to feel that the state has now taken 
over the education of its children and that local interest 
ts no longer important. The state sets minimum 
standards, it ts true, as to buildings, equipment, teachers 
and curriculum, but it is still the privilege and the duty 
of the individual district or its school board to determine, 
within titese stanidards, what type of buildings, tealchers, 
and what courses of study it wishes to provide. State 
supervision and state aid can do much to improve the 
educational standard, but. centralization of awthority 
combined with any general lack of local interest 1s bound 
to produce a uniform and monotonous mediocrity. A 

, uniform system for accounting or for any other mechani- 
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cal operation tends toward ease anid efficrenicy, but God 
forbid that we should ever drift into lazy methods of uni- 
formity in handling and in educating the infinite variety 
of live ‘boys iand girls in our public schools. This is a 
time for local interest to increase, for intelligent criticism 
to assert itself, and for electing ‘to the school board, men 
and women with qualifications for strong leadership.
